Formosa — Cnolera — Plague . 



Consul Reat, at Tamsui, reports June 18: Twenty-one cases of chol- 
era, with 12 deaths, and 13 cases of plague, with 9 deaths, in the 
island of Formosa during the week ended June 15, 1912. The last 
case of cholera previously reported in Formosa occurred December 17, 
1911. 

Yokohama— Disinfection of Vessel for Plague Bats. 

Surg. Irwin, at Yokohama, reports June 24 : Before the arrival at 
Yokohama of the steamship Persia a telegram was received from 
Hongkong stating that two Filipinos landed there from the Persia 
had died of plague. Upon arrival the vessel was remanded to the 
quarantine station at Nagahama and disinfected with carbon-mo- 
noxide gas and carbolic-acid solution. Sulphur could not be used on 
account of the cargo of tea and silk. Sulpnur fumigation had been 
performed at Hongkong, but as a number of rats were killed by the 
carbon monoxide used at Nagahama it was evident that the sulphur 
fumigation should be repeated to kill fleas. It was recommended 
that this be done after the removal of the cargo.
